Texas A & M Short Course Drans 
500, Develops Important Themes 


College Station—July 1—More 
than 500 horse enthusiasts attended 
the first Texas A & M Horse Man- 
agement and Training Short Course 
and heard a group of college authori- 
ties discuss: 

@ the problem of internal parasites 
in southwest horses. Concluded one 
expert: All horses in Texas have 
Strongyles (blood worms) to a 
greater or lesser extent. 

® the impossibility of producing a 
true albino horse. They die while in 
the embryo stages. 

® the difficulty of breeding a true 
Palomino and current confusion in 
genetic classification of Appaloosas. 

® the need for breeders to strive 
for the qualities of tractability, good 
sense and ‘trainability’ in their horses, 
as well as good conformation. 

These were but a few of the high- 
lights of the two days of lectures and 
demonstrations, sponsored by A & 
M’s Animal Husbandry and Veteri- 
nary Medicine departments in con- 
junction with The American Quarter 
Horse Association. 

A total of 244 people paid registra- 
tion fees for the short course, coming 
from Oklahoma, Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Georgia, in addition to Texas. 
Officials estimated that more than 
500 attended the course for brief 
periods, for specific lectures. 

Included in the schedule was a sale 
of seven registered Quarter Horses 
owned by A & M College. They sold 
for an average of $1,150 per head. 
The high-selling animal was Good- 
son’s Ida Red, with colt at side, 
which went for $1,725 to Dr. A. H. 
Burkhalter of Pasadena, Texas. 

Of particular interest to the breed- 
ers present—and most of those at- 
tending are active in Quarter Horse 
production—were statistics showing 
the good foal percentages on some 
Texas ranches. 

Dr. D. C. Kraemer, discussing time 
of breeding, heat periods, natural and 
artifical breeding, said that an A & 
M survey of 14 breeding farms 
showed that of 192 mares bred, 158 
had foaled—for an 82% average. Of 
the 64 mares bred back at the ‘foal 
heat’ (usually nine days after foal- 
ing) he said that 55 had foaled from

that breeding—for an 86% average. 

In the area of artificial breeding, 
Kraemer said that tests at A & M 
showed that you can breed about four 
mares with each average stallion 
ejaculation. He recommended, too, 
that a breeding stallion be given a 
day’s rest anytime it can be done. A 
chart he presented showed that a two 
year old stallion can reasonably be 
expected to service from 10 to 15 
mares (at the rate of two to three 
times weekly) during the season when 
he is a two year old. At three, the 
chart showed, he can service from 15 
to 30, being bred each day. At four 
years he can service from 25 to 40 
with two breedings daily. 


Parasites The Big Headache 

Dr. R. D. Turk, head of A & M’s 
Veterinary Parasitology Dept., dis- 
cussing internal and external para- 
sites, startled the short course audi- 
ence with the statement that all 


horses in Texas have some degree of 
infestation by Strongyles, the tiny 
blood worms that usually settle in the 
horse’s large artery. This weakens the 
artery and can, in time, cause the 
artery to bulge and—after heavy ex- 
ercise—even rupture. Thus, many 
horses thought to have died of “heart 
failure” actually are victims of blood 
worm-caused internal bleeding. 

Even fat, sleek, healthy-looking 
horses, Dr. Truk emphasized, can be 
carrying a substantial load of internal 
parasites. He discussed various medi- 
cines currently used in worming and 
pointed out that pastures—particu- 
larly small ones--grazed continually 
by horses with high parasite infesta- 
tions will pass them along to new- 
comers. A subsequent question-and- 
answer period developed the idea 
that discing or light plowing of an 
infested pasture can provide some re- 
lief in destroying parasites deposited 
there. 





Trainer John Carter gave a hands-off, bridle-off cutting demonstration, riding the 
Pinto gelding, I’d Rather Walk. The practical demonstration also featured rop- 
ing, trailer loading and halter judging. 
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Genetics A Hot Topic 

Get any bunch of breeders together 
and it’s certain there will be lively 
discussions about the genetic yard- 
sticks by which certain types and 
colors of horses are produced. This 
was certainly the case after Dr. T. C. 
Cartwright talked on Inheritance In 
Horses and Systems Of Breedings. 

In explaining how pairs of genes 
combine to produce horses of all 
shades of color, Dr. Cartwright said 
that color does have value in breed- 
ing. “Color in horses is what catches 
the eye,” he pointed out. 

But he said that breeders need to 
remember that horses which place 
well in halter shows aren’t necessarily 
ideal horses for training or in the in- 
telligence department, 

“The judge can’t see everything 
you have in a horse,’’ he said. 
“Things like tractability, sensibility 
and trainability. If we don’t pay at- 
tention to these things we may end 
up like dog breeders who find they 
have produced animals that aren’t 
trainable.” 

Cartwright also explained how a 
pure albino horse is not possible, due 
to the combination of the white genes 
producing early embryonic death. A 
true albino, he said, would have no 
skin or hair pigmentation and be a 
red-eyed animal. 

Dr. Cartwright said that breeders 
of Palomino horses can have more 
success in producing the color they 
want by breeding a glass-eyed white 
horse to a chestnut than by breeding 
a Palomino to a Palomino. 

“You cannot have a true breeding 
Palomino,” he said, ‘‘Breeding a 
Palomino to a Palomino may cause a 
Palomino about half the time.” The 
white-to-chestnut cross is successful 
more often, he said. He also explained 
that there is currently some confusion 
about the genetic classifications in the 
Appaloosa breed because of the dif- 
ferent color combinations there. Dr. 
Cartwright listed the basic horse 
colors as black, bay, and chestnut, or 
sorrel. He presented a printed chart 
to all in attendance, explaining how 
the genes combine to produce certain 
colors. 

Other talks in the lecture series 
included Dr. A. M. Sorensen, on 
mare pregnancy diagnosis; Dr. H. E. 
Redmond on reproduction diseases; 
Fred Hale on basic principles of feed- 
ing; Dr. B. M. Cooley on immuniza- 
tion for common horse diseases; Dr. 
W. M. Romaine on common horse 
lamenesses and Dr. W. C. Banks on 
the value of radiographs in equine 
lameness. 

Roy Davis, editor of The Quarter 
Horse Journal, discussed the way in 
which that breed in particular, has

There are now 
more than 200,000 registered Quar- 
ter Horses in the U.S., Davis said. 

The 4-H phase of the course in- 
cluded talks on 4-H Horse Club or- 
ganization by R. W. Snyder of A & 
M College; Bob Gray, Editor, The 
Texas Horseman, and Billy Steele, 
Asst. Harris County Agent. Gray and 
Steele told how the big Harris 
County 4-H horse club is organized 
and is conducting its showing and 
point awards system. 


Practical Demonstrations 

The short course ‘students’ got a 
chance also to pick some halter 
horses along with a recognized judge, 
H. Calhoun of Cresson, Texas. Sev- 
eral classes of horses were led into the 
Animal Husbandry Pavilion show 
ring and judging cards were passed 
out to the audience, Then Calhoun 
made his pick and later explained 
how and why. 

In other practical demonstrations, 
R. W. Snyder showed how patience 
and intelligent use of light ropes can 
help in restraining, moving or load- 
ing stubborn horses. Trainer Joe Bar- 
nett of Somerville used his all-around 
horse, Snip Cody, to demonstrate 
how the rope horse should work and 
Trainer John Carter gave an impres- 
sive demonstration of cutting on sev- 
eral horses in various stages of train- 
ing. 

He rode the little pinto gelding 
named I’d Rather Walk—in a go- 
round that included not only a 
hands-off but a bridle-off cutting ex- 
hibition. As the pony worked a calf, 
Carter removed the bridle and threw 
it away. Then he folded his arms and 
the horse continued working as be- 
fore. 

The short course was staged under 
the direction of Dr. O. D. Butler, 
head of the Animal Husbandry 
Dept., and F. I. Dahlberg, professor 
of Animal Husbandry. 

They called the course a complete 
success and said another will be held

National Appaloosa Show Attracts 


Record Crowd of the Spotted Breed 


It was a case of spotted-horse-and- 
spotted-rider at the 14th Annual 
National Appaloosa Show and Sale 
in Fort Worth in June. 

Nature’s color spectacular—the 
Appaloosa horse—was ridden there 
by human beings also spotted—tem- 
porarily—by rain, every single day of 
the four-day event.

Other newly-elected officers in- 
cluded Don Imboden, Horseshoe 
Lake, S.D., vice president, and 
George B. Hatley, Moscow, Idaho, 
executive secretary. Three new di- 
rectors installed were Carl Miles, 
Abilene; Cecil Dobbin, Peyton, Colo., 
and George Bryant, Springfield, IIl. 

Texas horses proved their excel- 
lence in this show, taking many of 
the top honors in classes that repre- 
sented owners from South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Colorado, California, 
Idaho, Wisconsin, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas and New York. 

This relatively new breed organi- 
zation stages a show and sale that 
rivals those of long-established groups 
—and beats most for color and 
pageantry. 

Grand entries are led by young 
Jesse Redheart, a native of Lapwai, 
Idaho, and a descendent of Chief 
Joseph, the Nez Perce warrior 
chieftain. 

Most colorful event is the costume 
class, designed to emphasize the part 
the Appaloosa played in our coun- 
try’s earliest history and in the lives 
of the Indians who first developed 
the breed. 

In the costume class, most horses 
go “naked” while the riders weat 
highly authenic Indian costumes from 
the various tribes who managed to 
ride Appaloosas. There are usually a 
few plainsmen’s costumes, too, but 
the Indian-style costume is the most 
popular. Here riders are dressed in 
leather and feather outfits, many of

In all, 44 horses sold for a total of

which are museum pieces decades 
old. The horses are often adorned 
with symbolic feathers and medallions 
and are sometimes painted with the 


handprints and lightning bolts and 
other symbols used by the Indians on 
their war horses. Most riders omit 
saddles or even hackamores and ride 
bareback, using a leather strip 
knotted about the horse’s lower jaw 
to guide their mount. 

Since the spotted horse has been 
found in artifacts and paintings dat- 
ing back thousands of years and in 
many cultures, the costume classes 
also may include Orientals, Egyptians 
and even Arabian shieks. 

Among the most valuable outfits is 
that exhibited by one Richard Spen- 
cer, a Cherokee Indian known also as 
Shatka Bear Step. An Appaloosa 
breeder in Colorado, he is also a 
former actor, an artist and a silver- 
smith of great talent. He awards each 
year the Bear-Step Katouche, an 
ornamental silver and turquoise

In some parts of the country the flag race has been a contest 
event as long as—or in some cases longer than—the barrel race. 
It was one of the forms of competition that became popular among 
the wives of rodeo cowboys, when the girls got tired of sitting in 
the stands watching their husbands compete.

Equipment And Rules 

The three flags used in the contest are about 6 x 8 inches in 
size, of different colors and should be on flag sticks about 14 
inches long. The two buckets used should be conventional three 
gallon buckets, filled nearly to the top with sand. They should be 
placed parallel to each other, one on each side of the arena, and 
about four feet off the ground. They should be about 30 yards 
from the starting-finish line. 

To complete the pattern a barrel should be placed in the center 
of the arena and about 30 yards from, and slightly beyond the 
buckets. 

As each contestant enters the arena, he is handed the first flag. 
His time starts as his horse reaches the starting line. He plants 
the flag he was given in the first bucket, grabs the flag already 
there, rides around the barrel to the second bucket, changes flags 
there, and then rides across the finish line. Time ends as the horse 
reaches the finish line. 

The rider can make the circle from either left to right or right 
to left. If he drops the flag on the ground he must dismount and 
retrieve the flag in order to continue the race. He must be 
mounted as the flag exchanges are made. If the flag falls over, but 
stays in the bucket, the contestant’s time counts. But if it falls out 
of the bucket and the rider does not replace it, then his time does 
not count. If wind or weather causes it to fall out the judges will 
have to rule on whether the time counts. Contestants who use a 
flag to strike their horses should be disqualified. 

Contest Tips 

The calm horse with a good stop can help vou win this one. 
Biggest obstacles to a good time in the flag race is the difficulty 
of making a fast, sliding stop exactly in front of the flag bucket 
and close enough so that the rider can switch flags in an instant. 

Many contestants make the mistake of starting too fast, then 
overshooting the bucket. By the time they stop, roll back and 
return to the bucket they’re heading the wrong way and must 
either change rein hands or else reach across with the free hand 
to make the flag switch. Best bet is to go slower on the first bucket, 
make a smooth, controlled change, then increase speed to the 
second bucket. Frequently it isn’t the fastest horse that wins the 
event but the best-controlled horse. 

Again, as in all race-type contests, better not practice all day 
for this one. If you’ve put a good stop and a good rein on your 
horse you’ve got as much chance to win as anybody.

Houston—The Houston Fat Stock 
and Rodeo has announced the pur- 
chase of a 167 acre tract on the city’s 
northwest parimeter, to be the site 
for construction of new, expanded 
stock show facilities. 

Costing $2,087,500, the new prop- 
erty is located near the intersection of 
U.S. 290 (the Hempstead Highway 
and the North Loop. A master plan 


will be drawn to include a coliseum 
costing an estimated $4,500,000 as well 
as barns and other facilities that could 
cost up to $2,000,000. 

Stock Show President Neill Master- 
son, Jr., predicted the show would be 
held in its new home in 1963. The 1962 
show will be held, as usual, in the 
downtown Sam Houston Coliseum. 

The decision to buy the land was

unanimous on the part of the Houston 
show directors. The 167 acres is being 
purchased by 11 of the directors at a 
cost of $12,500 per acre and is being 
re-sold to the show at cost. It had been 
widely assumed for several years that 
the Houston show would move to a 
tract of land it owns on South Main 
street, but the directors moved quietly 
to buy the northwest property at a 
point where three major thorough- 
fares, feeding traffic in from the east, 
north and west, converge. 

The stock show coliseum will be 
close to the present new Delmar foot- 
ball stadium, giving additional park- 
ing space to the show grounds. 

A recent financial report by the 
Houston Stock Show indicated that 
the show and rodeo netted $117,111 in 
1961 as compared to a loss of $58,- 
990 in 1960.
